Probably the largest deal ever effect¬ 
ed in the insurance annals of the South 
was brought to a successful conclusion 
Monday, when the Citizens’ Life and 
the Citizens' National Life Insurance 
Companies were consolidated. The 
consolidated company will be known as 
the Citizens’ National Life Insurance 
Company and has a capital of $1,500,000 
which may be increased to $5,000,000. 

This makes a powerful company, suf¬ 
ficiently strong to take care of the Life 
Insurance business in the South. The 
corporation is chartered under the laws 
of Kentucky and will deposit about $1.- 
800,000 with the State in order to pro¬ 
tect its policy holders, as required by 
taw. Other Southern and Western life 
insurance companies will also probably 
be merged, making ot the Citizen’s 
National a more stupendous affair than 
at present. The company has elected 
a very strong set of officers and board 
ot directors. A matter of especial in¬ 
terest to tbe people of Springfield is tha 
fact that W. D. Clavbrooke is one of 
the directors.

—THE STATE— 


A. Holland Forbes and J. C. Yates, 
the New York aeronauts who had a 
miraculous escape from death when 
their balloon collapsed and fell 500 
feet to tht ground near Crailhope, 
Green county, Ky., were Interviewed 
by our correspondent in Cincinnati. 

In telling of their experience they 
took occasion to deny two reports sent 
out regarding the trip. 

"We ascended 20,600 feet, notwith¬ 
standing it is being said there are no 
instruments that can measure that 
height, and I did not pull the rip-cord, 
which caused the accident, as the re¬ 
ports have said,” said Forbes, emphat¬ 
ically. 'The instrument I have, the 
only one of its kind, will measure far 
greater altitudes. 

"We were sailing along about 500 
feet from the ground, looking for some 
place to land. The balloon was only 
about a third filled with gas at that 
time. The lower half of the balloon 
was held in place by a rope attached 
to the basket. 

“Suddenly this rope broke, and the 
balloon lengthened out. This pulled 
the ripcord, and we shot down at once, 
only having time to brace our feet 
against one side of the basket and our 
shoulders against the other side to 
break our fall. We were perfectly 
conscious and realized what was hap¬ 
pening until we hit the ground. 

"The crash was heard by farmers, 
who came to our rescue at once. ■ 
There's nothing wrong with us now 
except many bruises and stiffened 
muscles. We are taking the balloon 
back to New York with us. 

"Oh, yes, we'll fly again. Thla 
couldn't stop us." 

The two men walked with the aid of 
canes.

Slack Ball Seen Dancing Before S 
by Kentuckians, Who Describe 
Phenomena. 


Louisville.—Consternation among 
residents in West Louisville reigned 
when hundreds of people witnessed 
the spectacle of "a black ball dancing 
before the sun" Just before it sank 
below the horizon. 

People filled the streets and several 
women are said to have been over¬ 
come witnessing the phenomena.

• MAMMOTH CAVE 


HELP FOR THE AGED. 


left in hopelessness and awe until the 
guide makes his welcome reappear¬ 
ance. Brief cave description will have 
accomplished its purpose In the mind 
of the reader if it persuades him to 
make a personal Inspection of these 
ever-recurring wonders. There are 
five tiers or "stories” to Mammoth 
Cave, and when the lowest is reached 
and all is in readiness for an embarka¬ 
tion on the wonderful Echo River, the 
visitor Is about 270 feet beneath the 
surface of the earth. 

River’s Source in Darkness. 

This stream, located amid such 
weird surroundings, is navigable to 
the three rude boats that .ply its sur¬ 
face during the dry season for a dis 
lance of something over half a mile. 
The "river” has its source in darkness 
and empties into the black unknown. 
The well-nigh acoustic properties of 
the wails rising out of and arching 
Echo River have been often described. 
In places the smooth arch draws down 
to within less than three feet of the 
surface of the water and the mariner 
must stoop in his seat. The "river” 
haR a maximum width of forty or Arty 
feet, and its greatest depth is believed 
to be about thirty-five feet. The--nat 
ural sounding-board formed by the 
solid rock twisted into hundreds of 
nooks and inlets returns the faintes’ 
noise or note Into myriads of echoes 
In the cool, dark waters are often found 
marvelous witish fish and crawfish 
that Nature has kindly deprived of 
eves because of their utter uselessness 
In such a place. 

Mere mention can here be made of a 
few of the many other wonders shown 
by the guide on even the briefest cave 
journey. Mammoth Dome, about* 150 
feet from floor to vaulted room, is one 
of the striking glories of the cavern. 
Its almost perpendicular walls are re¬ 
lieved by gigantic columns rich in 
sculpture that the hand of man might 
imitate but not excel. Often these 
walls suggest that they might have 
served as models for the sculptors of 
the interiors of the ancient Egyptian 
pyramids. 

The Bottomless Pit. 

The Bottomless Pit is another glor¬ 
ious cavern which, despite its name, 
has been fathomed. This was first 
crossed where now there is a tiny 
bridge by the elder Bishop, guide and 
explorer, on a cedar sapling. The Cat¬ 
aracts, the Bacon Chamber, Lover's 
l-eap.

The winding path leading to the Cave, 
completed and the trip through the 
cave can now be made without any 
great exertion in abput six hours. As 
yet but few persons have seen the in¬ 
terior of the magnificent cavern, and it 
stands to-day practically the same as 
when first discovered. None of the 
beautiful rock formations have been 
destroyed by vandals or blackened by 
the smoke of oil lamps, which are not 
used here. In order to preserve the 
natural whiteness of the beautiful rock 
formation It was decided to use Indi¬ 
vidual acetylene lamps, whose light is 
much more brilliant'and powerful and 
which do not give off the disagreeable 
smell that arises from oil lamps. Orig¬ 
inally several entrances existed to Co¬ 
lossal Cavern.^ but these were all 
closed by filling In the entrance with 
rock and earth and an entrance made 
at the extreme west end of the cavern. 
This was done for the reason that the 
natural entrances were very Inconveni¬ 
ent and hard to reach, the surface land 
being very rough and hilly. 

The entrance to. Colossal Cavern Is 
one and one-half miles from the en¬ 
trance to Mammoth Cave and at the 
foot of a steep bill facing the west, 
and is the private property of the L. & 
N. Railway. 

From the surface to the floor of the 
care Is two hundred and twelve feet, 
the descent being made * down well 
constructed steps In the rock, the pas¬ 
sage way averaging about three feet In 
width. From the foot of the steps the 
avenue in which we find ourselves, and 
which is th? main avenue of the cave, 
extends for four miles In a southeast¬ 
erly direction to the end of the cave. 
All the rock at this level Is limestone, 
and after one's eyes have become ac¬ 
customed to the darkness the remark¬ 
able shape of the rocks and marking 
In the walls and ceilings attracts the 
attention. There Is possibly no known 
cavern where the action of the water 
and the force of eruption is as plainly 
seen as in Colossal Cavern and In cer¬ 
tain localities farther on. particularly 
in Florence avenue the walls are richly 
decorated.

THE CHIMES, MAMMOTH CAVE, KENTUCKY. 

—Copyright by H. C. banter. 

Mammoth Cave, the greatest subter¬ 
ranean wonder In the world. Is one of 
the 600 known caverns undermining 
Edmondson County, Kentucky. 

Almost from the time of the discov¬ 
ery of the cave in 1809, by a hunter 
who pursued a wounded bear into the 
mouth of the great recess, the place 
has been the meeca of tourist and 
scientist. And In this day of easy trav¬ 
el the trip from Louisville to this mar¬ 
velous labyrinth of tunnels is. the 
merest Incident. The cave Is about 
ninety-five mile*: out from the metrop¬ 
olis of the commonwealth, and a de 
lightful ride of scarce three and a half 
hours over the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad, supplemented by a few min¬ 
utes’ Journey up a peculiar mountain 
railway from Glasgow Junction, places 
the tourist at Cave Hotel. The finger¬ 
prints of almost a century are left on 
this quaint hostelry that shelters the 
stranger during his stay In the cave 
region. 

Wonders Are Encountered 
By the visitor almost from the moment 
he steps on the picturesque, winding 
path leading from the hotel to the cave 
entrance. The path suddenly stops in 
a gully marked by a black hole at the 
bottom opening into the side of the 
mountain. If the visitor's arrival 
should happen on a hot afternoon or 
evening in August he will experience 
thg delight of an instantaneous change 
from ihe torrid climate of something 
like 90 degrees to the pleasant air of 
an October afternoon. The current of 
air rushing from the mouth of the cave 
is responsible for this change. The at¬ 
mospheric stream flows with force 
sufficient to at once dry the perspira 
tion from the brow and momentarily 
chill the flesh. It Is popularly de¬ 
scribed as the “breath” of the cave, 
the cool air constantly rushing out in 
summer and the heavy cold air con¬ 
tinually flowing In the winter. 

Through Narrow Gate. 

I*assing through the narrow gate 
that opens Into the hallway of this 
marvelous and mystic mansion built 
by nature’s master architect, water, 
the visitor has before him in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 200 miles of underground 
avenues, stately chambers, tortuous 
passages, stairways inclines, halls and 
domes. The regulation courses or 
“routes” mapped out by the guides are 
such that each moment brings with It 
its particular wonder. 

First Stop At Rotunda. 

The first stop is made at the Ro¬ 
tunda, a magnificent cavern whose 
limestone celling vaults some 50 feet 
above. Here are to be found the rude 
leaching vat3, log pipes and frame 
work used b^ the early miners to se 
cure the lime nitrate so Important in 
the manufacture of saltpeter. The 
Identical objects seen here played 
their silent but nevertheless effectual 
part In tiding the then Infant nation 
over the perilous sea of 1812. 

To the right of the Rotunda extends 
Audubon avenue, named after the 
great naturalist. This treasure laden 
passage leads to Olive’s Bower, which 
contains the most beautiful stalactites 
to be found In the entire cave. Off to 
the left, of the Rotunda one strikes 
the Main Cave, almost as wide 
as a city s'treet and fully fifty 
feet high.. Turning aside from the 
Main Cave for a moment before the 
Rotunda has been left many yards be¬ 
hind, the visitor may find himself 
walking through Gothic avenue. In 
specting numerous grottoes and al¬ 
coves, examining the snow white eye¬ 
less crustaceans in the Cooling Tub, 
casting a pebble Into the Lake of 
Purity and winding up at the old little - 
waterfall and Its attendant beauties In 
Annette’s Dome. 

The way Is retraced and on again 
entering the Main Cave the guide i 


leads his guests directly to one of the 
most remarkable sights In the cave, 
the Giant’s Coffin. This is a colossal 
rock of limestone formation, plucked 
in some prehistoric moment from the 
wall of the cavern and set down at the 
side of the pathway.

Decision Rendered Declares 
Lapsed Policy Continued t 
Beneficiary. 


WHAT IS GOING ON IN 
DIFFERENT SECTIONS OF 
THE COMMONWEALTH. 


I Frankfort, Ky.—An interesting life 
insurance case was decided by the ap- 
| peltate court reversing the judgment 
of the Jefferson circuit court In the 
I case of the Western and Southern Life 
| Insurance Co. against Sallle Grimes, 
administrator. The case presented 
several novel features the most Impor¬ 
tant of which Is that when the Insured 
lapses a policy and refuses to pay pro 
mitims on it -khe beneficiary has no 
authority or fight to continue the 
policy— --ir- 

On June 19, 1906, Sallle Grimes, an 
employe of Jacob Gross tn Louisville, 
took out a life insurance policy on her 
life In the Western and Southern Life 
Insurance Co. and named the wife of 
her employer as beneficiary. 

After the policy was delivered to 
her she paid the premiums regularly 
until hi the fall of 1907 she ceased to 
work for the Gross family, and when 
she left their home took with her her 
policy and the book In which the en¬ 
tries of her weekly payments were 
kept. * 

When the collector for the company 
called upon her to collect premiums 
she notified him that she no longer de¬ 
sired to keep the policy, and would 
not pay the premium. Mrs. Gross be¬ 
ing the beneficiary under the policy 
the agent called upon Mr. Gross and 
requested him to keep up the premi¬ 
ums, which he did. 

In the fall of 1908, Mias Grimes 
died, find proofs of lops were sent to 
the company, and In a few days the 
entire amount of the policy *275.40 
was paid to Mrs. Gross. 

After due time an administrator was 
appointed for Mlse Grimes, and he de¬ 
manded payment of the policy from 
the company, which was refused. 

The lower court was of the opinion 
that the contract sued on was a bind¬ 
ing application on the part of the com¬ 
pany. that Mrs. Gross had no Insura¬ 
ble Interest tn the life of the insured, 
and that the company knew this when 
it paid her the proceeds of the policy, 
and that such payment did not dis¬ 
charge its obligations to the lawful 
claimant. Judgment v,-aa entered by 
the lower court In favor of Miss 
Grimes' administrator, and the com¬ 
pany appealed. 

The Appellate Court says “no one 
hae an insurable interest In the life 
of another, and the law will not per¬ 
mit insurance to be taken out on such 
a life. As Miss Grimes had lapsed the 
policy, she could not thereafter claim 
that the policy was alive and In force 
by virtue of the act of Mr. Grose in 
making the payments to the company, 
for tbeee payments were made not for 
the benefit of the insured or at her In¬ 
stance or request, but for the purpose 
of keeping the Insurance in force for 
the benefit of Mrs. Gross.” 

Further the Court says The Chan¬ 
cellor should have held that the con¬ 
tract of insurance was absolutely void 
as to all parties concerned and for this 
failure so to do the judgment Is re¬ 
versed and cause remanded with In¬ 
structions to dismiss the petition.
